H en ry Clews, New York banker, in 
his last weekly review ot business, 
m akes a point th a t t h e ave rage busi­ 
ness m a n has overlo oked in consid­ 
erin g 
the effect of th e w ar upon 
business. 
The o rd e rs for m u n i t i o n s 
have put vast su m s into circulation 
and have thus given an alm o st u n ­ 
heard of impetu s to certain lines of 
m anufactures, 
but 
in considering 
What effect a cessation of hostilities 
would have, Mr. Clews declares th a t 
a few* stocks would be u n fav o rab ly 
affected, 
while 
th e action on th e 
la rg e r n u m b e r would be favorable. 
In su b stantia tion of this claim he 
said th a t ‘‘this c o u n try has b o u g h t 
back a billion of its own best secu­ 
rities since th e w ar began, anjP had 
if not been for this diversion, th e 
bulk of all this capital would have 
gone to the d e v elopm ent of home in­ 
d ustries.” 
Thus, he says, it has h a p ­ 
pened that, th e w a r has u n b e k n o w n 
to m an y deferred h o m e enterprises, 
an d th a t peace would, 
if n othing 
else in terfered, lead to the ir r e s u m p ­ 
tion. 
In f u rth e r co m m e n t upon general 
business conditions, Mr. Clews says: 
‘‘T he crop situation is not e n t irely 
satisfactory. 
According to th e Gov­ 
e r n m e n t report, th e w heat crop Is 
largely below last y e a r ’s, th e w in te r 
crops showing a loss of about 18 0,- 
00 OJI OO bushels, w h ich is of course 
beyond repair. 
S o m e im p ro v e m e n t 
may occur in spring w hea t, but t h a t 
is often only a b o u t one-third of th e 
e ntire crop. 
T h e r e is a surplus of 
ab o u t 200,000,000 busbies left over 
from last year, so t h e r e should be 
no scarcity, b ut th e world situation 
is such as to indicate good prices 
for growers. 
If we succeed in kee p­ 
ing o ut of th e terrific waste of life 
and property in E u ro p e , th e re is no 
reason why th e c o u n t ry should not 
enjoy a n o t h e r season of widely dis­ 
tributed activity."
